office forever. 

This was not, to be sure, Mr. 
Hagerty’s announcement. What 
he said’ was that the administra- 
tion had determined to go along 
with New England's textile and 
woolen industry and arbitrarily 
allocate to it, without competi- 
tion, from 20 to 30 per cent of 
all iefense contracts. The New 
England manufacturers will not 
be required to bid. They will 
meet the best bid prices but they 
' will receive this substantial 
share of all defense contracts 
which their mills can handle on 
the basis outlined. They don't 
have to compete—they get it 
anyhow, willy-nilly. 

The reason—there are unem- 
ployed in many New England in- 
dustrial towns. For the most part 
those affected are_ localities 
where mills are old and ineffi- 
ciert because of obsolete ma- 
chinery, and harassed by high 


taxes in a geographic area where | 


the economy steadily has been 
declining. For some years now 
they have been moving else- 
where, largely to the South, to 
build modern plants. 

It is to relieve this unemploy- 
ment that the administration has 
maved to the aid of New Eng- 
land. ‘ 

Senator Kennedy long has been 
fighting in this field and while 
this is a substantial victory for 
him, and a political, triumph. he 
will regard it merely as a driv- 
ing in of outposts. He is after 
bigger game. 


Creeping? 

To be sure, since public funds 
pay for the contracts, this move 
legitimately could be described 
as a sort of Marshall plan. 

Also, it certainly is much more 
socialistic than TVA, which was 
included under the head of 
“creeping socialism.’’ This aid 
for New England has none of the 
aspects of creeping It is leaping. 

This is inserted merely for tne 
gake of the record. 

There if a lot of silly busi- 
ness pontificated about our kind 
of socialism anyhow. If there is 
unemployment in New England 
and private enterprise can't alle- 
viate it, then it is the business of 
the government to act. A huge 
industrial na- 
tion is going to have to call on 
government more aid more when 
econoniic emergenc’es occur, and 
the administration, caught now 
with the necessity for an act of 
leaping socialism, ought to quit 
hypocritically harping about 
creeping socialism, especially in 
such fields as TVA. 

So, we agree—if there is dis- 
tress in New England and pri- 
Vate enterprise has failed to do 
the job of relief and cannot pro- 
vide employment, then the gov- 
ernment should act. So far we 
go along with the decision. 


There is another side to it. The 
year at hand is a congressional 
ection one. And certainly if 
New England states are go 
ing to be held by the Repub- 
licans then the administration 
had to to repair its polit- 
ical fences. 
The decision is a kick in the 
South's. eager economic teeth.

Tomorrow, Dec. 31, 1953, at exactly 
midnight, the American people will get @ 
New Year bonanza of approximately $5,- 
500,000,000 in federal tax relief for the 
succeeding 12 months. 

It will be welcomed most heartily. It 
would be a mistake, however, to assume 
that there are no strings attached. The 
gain to the taxpayers will represent a loss 
to the Federal Treasury. It presents an 
immediate problem for Congress and the 
administration. 

The choices are further slashes in 
spending, levying of new taxes or increas- 
ing the national debt limit. The odds are 
that there will be a little of the first two 
and that the last named will have to be. 
Treasury Secretary Humphrey has indi- 
cated as much. 

The tax bonanza, of course, represents 
an expiration on schedule of increases 
made by the Truman administration after 
the start of the Korean War. They are, 
therefore, a part of that administration's 
tax program. The expiration dates were 
set by the Democratic Congress. 

Personal jncome tax reductions will 
represent an over-all average saving of 
more than 10 per cent—a total of $3,500,- 
000,000 a year. Expiration of the excess 
profits tax will bring relief of $2,000,000,- 
000 frorn the load on business. 


Other taxes that expire on April 1, 
1954, include the increased levies on cor- 
poration incomes and certain excise 
charges. These add up to another $2,500,- 
000,000 loss ef anticipated revenue, mak- 
ing an over-all annual reduction from 
present federal revenues of more than §8,- 
000,000,000.

The relief to individual income tax- 
“payers largely may be offset by the in- 
crease in the Social Security levy from 
1144 to 2 per cent. In the lower brackets, 
the total take will be about the same and 
in some cases more. A move is afoot to 
freeze this Social Security levy at its 
present rate—another problem for the 
coming Congress. 

Secretary Humphrey has been talk- 
ing of a budget deficit between $8,000,- 
000,000 and $9,000,000,000 for fiscal 
1955. This is impossible without rais- 
ing the debt ceiling beyond the $275,- 
000,000,000 now set by law. Already Mr. 
Humphrey’s head is banging against that 
ceiling. 

The 1953 boom is believed over, with 
a general downward leveling off in 1954. 
This will cut further into tax revenues. 

Most experts see little chance of paring 
expenses—despite every possible economy 
—another $9,000,000,000 now on top of the 
$7,000,000,000 already cut. It could be 
done at the expense of national security 
and at the risk of throwing the country 
into a disastrous depression. No respon- 
sible person in either party wants either. 

GOP extremists and election-minded 
congressmen will give President Eisen- 
hower a battle over any moderate ap- 
proach. Pressures are mounting for fur- 
ther tax decreases. The administration, 
however, seems to have come around to 
the position that to follow a diehard pro- 
gram of balancing the budget at any cost 
would be nothing short of disaster. 

The major objective must be to main- 
tain economic stability and the national 
security. Greater deficits would mean 
more inflation. To cut defense spending 
beyond the security level in a world 
threatened with atomic destruction would 
be foolhardy. 

In trying to find a way out of the sit- 
uation in an election year, the President 
and his advisers need the country’s pa- 
tience and prayers. 


Sen. Kennedy Scores 
Against the South 


In the January issue of the Atlantic 
Monthly, Sen. John F. Kennedy of 
Massachusetts has a full-length a 
calling for a federal program to halt “i 
ducemeénts” in taxes offered by > a ia 
cities to New England textile mills to 
move into the South. 

This article takes on added importance 
because of the announcement yesterday 
at Augusta by President Eisenhower that 
the Defense Department arbitrarily would 
award up to 30 per cent of defense con- 
tracts to New England textile and woolen 
mills. They will not have to bid. They 
will be asked to meet low bid prices, but 
they will get the business from the gov- 
ernment. 

Sen. Kennedy, able and highly intel- 
ligent and an economist by education and 
training, has been seeking this action as a 
preliminary move. His article will be the 
basis for the legislation which he will 


seek in the session of Congress which be- 


i _ gins next week. 

a Federal policies, says Sen. Kennedy, 
give the South an re advantage ot 
permit unfair compet ve practices an 
inducements, If these are ended, he says,

the South will have to compete on equal 
terms and New England will then be bet- 
ter able to retain her industry. His ar- 
gument is a tough one and is under heavy 
attack by Southern senators, 


Now that he has won the initial vic- 
tory he will seek the final one in the com- 
ing session. 

Southerners will do well to understand 
that the issue is drawn. The Southern in- 
dustrial progress, in the textile field, faces 
this new threat.

To be sure, teen-agers are driving cars 
too fast, drinking too much (usually fol- 
lowing an éxample), wrecking cars, and 
bécoming involved in thefts. And, with- 
out doubt, much of their conduct is due 
to conditions in the homes where in ad- 
dition to bad examples of conduct, there 
have been years of quarreling, lack of af- 
fection or of recognized status for the 
child and so on. : 

But the old truism holds true... we 
hear of those who become involved in 
trouble and sorrow. They are the few. 

The great-majority of the teen-agers 
are going along about as usual. The 
church youth groups are busy—and in- 
creasingly so now that churches have 
come to realize the need for trained di- 
rection and supervision. There are wait- 
ing lists in the Boy Scouts. 

About the nicest story we’ve heard is 
from the teen-age group at St. Philip’s 
Cathedral. We use it as illustration. Last 
summer two boys from that church drove 
an old car all the way to Alaska and 
worked in the mission there. They came 
back and told how badly the Episcopal 
bishop of Alaska needed a je®p to reach 
outlying posts and for use in medical 
emergencies. The teen-agers are busy 
raising money to buy that jeep. 

But nothing should distract our at- 
tention from the “few.” We don’t believe 
there was ever a bad boy (or girl) unless 
something made him so. The challenge is 
more and more to parents who are not 

eoeley ce up to find themselves and for 
to do the remainder of the job.

To Improve Schools 


WASHINGTON—The State of Mississippi is 
in the process of making a confession. 
Through its legislature it is recognizing the 


sharp criticism by its own governor, Hugh L. 


White, of its school 


facilities for Negro children. On Christmas Eve the legislature com- 
pleted action on a number of laws designed to provide schools for 


Negroes that are equal, 


though separate, with those for white chil- 


dren, as well as improving the educational plant of the state gener- 


ally. 

Mississippi action is, of course, a 
direct result of something going on 
here before the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

She was prompied to act by the 
several cases brought before the 
nation’s highest tribunal, and sup- 
ported by the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration and its Justice department, 
seeking to ena segregation in public 
schools, and, with that, to put an 
end to the doctrine that ‘‘separate 


‘and equal’’ facilities meet the re- 


quirements of the 14th Amendment 
to the Constitution adopted just 
after the Civil War. 

For taking the initiative now 
credit is due Gov. White. About 
two years ago he urged a study 
of the problem of equalizing Negro 
schools and a joint legislative com- 
mittee made an inquiry. On the 
basis of that the legislature worked 
outs its program. 

It will call for a budget of about 
$50,000,000 a year which will go to 
provide new buildings and in- 
creased pay for teachers, both 
whites and Negroes. In its session 
after the holidays the legislature 
is expected to levy new taxes to 
help pay part of the cost of equal- 
izinz the schogls. 

While the ualizing move re- 
presents, in effect, a promise, there 
is anotner move in the legislature 
that constitutes a threat. 

This would pave the way for a 
constitutional amendment similar 
to those made réady in South Car- 
olina and Georgia which would 
abolish ‘‘publie schools’ as such 
if the Supreme Court outlaws seg- 


v* 


regation and seek to get around 
the decision by making them 
“private schools,’’ though still fi- 
nanced by grants from the state. 

This is an indication of how far 
some Southern political leaders are 
prepared to go.. 

While the Supreme Court is, 
theoretically, an ivory tower sort 
of body, yet it has in the past 
proved itself conscious of the prac- 
ticalities and of the possible ef- 
fects.of this or that finding af- 
fecting customs and = manners. 
The Southern states and their law- 
yers have been working on the 
side of that ‘‘practical’’ ear. 

How earnestly the court is trying 
to find an. answer in this most dif- 
ficult case of many, many years 
is demonstrated ny the numerous 
questions from the bench during 
the recent re-argument of the seg- 
regation cases which the court it- 
self had requested tn order to get 
more information on certain points. 

The decision is not expected for 
some time. The court cannot legis- 
late, only assert principles of law 
to which our people must accom- 


modate themselves, It has been 


suggested that. if it rules out seg- 
regation. it might give the states 
where segregation exists a period 
of time in which to comply with 
the decision. If it should stand on 
the old ‘‘separate and equal’ doc- 
trine, then states which now do not 
provide equal facilities—some, in 
fact, nothing approaching that— 
must do what Mississippi already 
~ done, and that, too, will take 
me.

one of the Rockefeller Foundation reports, I copied the following: 


“An American soldier wounded 
on a battlefield in the Far East 
owes his life to the Japanese 
scientist Kitasato, who isolated the 
bacillus of tetanus. A Russian sol- 
dier saved by a blood transfusion 
is indebted to Landsteiner, an 
Austrian. 

“A German 1s shielded from ty- 
phoid fever with the help of a 
Russian, Metchnikoff. A Dutch ma- 
rine in the East Indies is pro- 
tected from malaria bhecause of 
the experiments of an_ Italian, 
Grassi; while a British aviator in 
North Africa escapes death from 
the wonderful discoveries made by 
a Frenchman, Pasteur, and a Ger- 
man, Koch, elaborating a new tech- 
nique.”’ 

That report was written in 1942, 
when we were dropping bombs on 
cities of many lands and when 
the best boys of many nations 
were killing each other. Now as 
we look back and study the things 
we have gained from each other, 
we are impressed and grateful. 
As we realize the things we have 
lost fighting each other, we are 
shocked and ashamed. 


When he was conductor of the 
New York Philharmonic Orches- 
tra, Artur Rodzinski said, ‘‘In our 
orchestra we have many nationali- 
ties, types and temperaments. We 
have learned to forget individual 
likes, dislikes, and differences of 
temperament for the sake of mu-

sic to which we have dedicated 
our lives.’ 

Most of us can do little ahout 
the great world problems. But as 
we read the New Testament, we 
see that Jesus did not argue, com- 
plain or even dehate the terrible- 
ness of the day in which he lived. 
He preached no sermons about the 
godless dictator of Rome. Rather, 
day by day He did the kindly 
deed, He spoke the loving word, 
He related all life to God. 

No doubt it is important for 
the heads of goverriments of the 
world to talk and plan together. 
No doubt great political confer. 
ence and world-wide social plan- 
ning have a place. But more and 
more have I come to believe the 
only way eventually to have the 
Christ-like world is through indi- 
viduals, just ordinary people like 
you and I, living the Christ-like 
way. 

Jesus teld about a man who lay 
wounded by the side of the road. 
Eventually a man of a different 
race came along, ministered ‘to 
the wounded man, put him on his 
donkey and carried him to shelter 
and to safety. 

That simple kind act of helping 
another meant more in the estab- 
lishment of right racial and na- 
tional relationships than any nume- 
ber of sermons, or even court 
decisions, might accomplish. We 
need more Good Samaritans. 


Challenging Idea 
In Pope’s Message 


WASHINGTON—Of all 


the 


statements, 


speeches and declarations that have come from 
world statesmen during the holiday season, none yas 
contains a more poignant message than that conveyed ~ ‘Pond Pius 


XII Christmas Eve. 


Its full text has just been cabled and made 


available here by the National Catholic Welfare Conference. 
As is customary, His Holiness speaks in phrases general and 


implicit, but the meaning some 


times has a direct bearing on 
pending governmental policies in 
various countries as they relate 
to world peace. 


The Pope condemned the ‘‘tech- 
nological spirit’’ of the age and 
decried the materialism that has 
swept the world as a sort of sub- 
stitute for spiritual feeling. He 
said that present criticisms are 
not to be understood as condem- 
nation of technological progress 
in itself, because ‘‘the Church 
loves and favors human prog- 
ress.’’ He added: 


‘‘Nevertheless, it can hardly be 
denied that this technology which 
in our century has reached the 
height of its splendor and fruit- 
fulness is, through certain cir- 
cumstances, changed into a grave 
spiritual danger. For it seems to 
give modern man, prostrate at its 
altar, a sense of self-sufficiency 
and satisfaction of his boundless 
thirst for knowledge and power. 


“Our grave fears for Europe 
are stirred by the repeated dis- 
appointments which the sincere 
desire for peace and a relaxation 
of tension cherished by these na- 
tions has for years met with; this 
is also due to a material approach 
to thé problem of peace. 


“The materialistic idea of 
threatens to become the rule of 
conduct of certain busy peace 
agents, and the mainspring of 
their pacifist policy. They think 
that the secret of the solution 
lies in bringing material prosper- 
ity to all nations through con- 
stant increase in 4 eRe and 
in the standard of living. A hun- 
dred years ago, another similar 
formula aroused the absolute con- 
fidence of statesmen; with free 
trade, lasting peace.”’ 


The Pope went on to say that 
*“‘no materialism was ever an apt 
means to establish peace’’ be- 
cause ‘“‘peace is above all an 
attitude of mind, and only second- 
arily an harmonious equilibrium 
of external forces—so it ig an 
error of principle to entrust peace 
to a modern materialism that 
corrupts the essence of man and 
ae his personal and spiritual 
ife.”’

AGING BATTLING NELSON 
SUFFERS LOSS OF MEMORY 


CHICAGO, Dec. 29 (#—Oscar (Battling) Nelson, 71, for- 
mer lightweight boxing champion, was in a psychopathic hos- 
pital today suffering from complete loss of memory. 

Nelson, who earned an estimated $300,000 in a 22-year 
fight career that spanned the turn of the century, was moved 
from his small hotel room to the hospital yesterday. 

Dr. Clarence B. Geary, an assistant psychiatrist assigned 
to the case, said Nelson ‘‘is out of contact with the world and 
is suffering from senile dementia.'’’ When he was admitted 
to the hospital he weighed only 80 pounds. 

Nelson has been in his present condition ever since his 
wife, Edna, died last Saturday. The San Francisco examiner
